It  remains  yet  to  be  learnt  whe¬ 
ther  ty  measure  will  answer  its  nobly  conceived 
purpose: — there  are  not  wanting  those  who  enter¬ 
tain  doubts  on  the  subject 

In  the  mother-country,  the  attempts  have  been 
8trem:ous  to  strip  the  Church  Missionary  Society 
of  its  voluntary  character,  and  invest  it  with  some¬ 
thing  which  is  called  the  sanction  of  “  The 
Church,”  by  those  who  seem  strangely  to  lose  sight 
of  the  Church's  own  account  of  herself,  given  in 
her  XIXth  Article.  The  managers  of  that  Society 
have  successfully  resisted  those  attempts,  and 
have  been  gratified  by  the  voluntary  adhesion  of 
the  highest  ecclesiastical  dignitaries.  The  So¬ 
ciety  remained  after  that  adnesion  just  what  it 
was  before ;  nor  would  it  be  advanced  in  essential 
charchmaa^iip,  though  other  prelates  who,  like 
the  Bishops  of  Exeter  and  of  Oxford,  fo  the  pre¬ 
sent  time  withhold  their  patronage,  were  to  join 
the  ranks  of  its  voluntary  members.  To  its  volun¬ 
tary  character  it  owes  its  almost  entire  separation 
from  the  romanizing  party  in  the  Church,  and  the 
glory  of  making  a  silent,  though  effectual  protest 
against  perversion  of  the  Church’s  doctrines.  It 
cannot  any  more  than  other  human  associations, 
shut  out  unworthy  members,  but  they  have  to 
come  in  under  false  colours  additional  to  those 
under  which  already  they  hold  on  unworthily  to 
the  great  body  of  Churchmen.  The  member  of 
the  Church  Missionary  Society  professes  to  have 
acquainted  himself  more  or  less  with  its  spirit  and 
operations,  and  to  recognise  them  as  consistent 
with  the  principles  of  the  Church.  That  is  what 
the  honest  Tractarian  does  not  do.  He  knows 
that  the  views  which  distinguish  him  among 
Churchmen  are  so  strongly  disavowed  by  the  So¬ 
ciety,  that  the  holding  of  them  would  unfit  him 
from  being  its  agent.  Thus  he  excludes  himself 
from  this  voluntary  society,  though  the  Church  as 
yet  bears  with  him  mournfully  as  a  tender  mother. 

But  with  the  same  decision  which  makes  us  re¬ 
commend  the  voluntary  character  of  an  associa¬ 
tion  for  the  sake  of  real  union,  w«  must  express 
our  belief  that  unity  of  ecclesiastical  organization 
is  too  important  an  element  in  this  matter  to 
allow  great  expectations  of  united  action,  on  the 
part  of  those  who  have  not  that  outward  bond  of 
union,  in  any  but  exceedingly  simple,  well  defined 
objects.  The  circulation  of  the  Bible  without 
note  or  comment  is  one  of  these  simple  objects,  and 
hineq  tho  Britisli  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  haa 
to  this  time  held  its  onward  course  with  great 
efficiency,  notwithstanding  the  diversity  of  opin¬ 
ions  held  by  those  engaged  in  the  management  of 
its  concerns.  The  Missionary  cause  has,  by  an 
irresistible  necessity,  had  to  be  left  to  the  different 
religious  persuasions  In  a  state  of  separation, 
though  not  necessarily  with  feelings  of  rivalry  or 
I  unkindness  one  toward  another.  The  original  de- 
I  sign  of  the  Losnox  Mi.ssioxaby  Society  was 
for  united  effort  on  the  part  of  members  of  all  re¬ 
ligious  denominations.  Experience  has  shown 
that  the  design  could  not  be  carried  out,  and  that 
this  enterprise,  where  not  only  in-

tions  of  the  Church,  and  of  (,'onsecration  of  j 
Bishops  and  Ministers.  He  willdiscoverin  the  j 
last  a  plain  selling  forth  of  the  legality  and 
scriptural  character  of  our  orders,  but  no  con¬ 
demnation  of  those  of  any  other  community  ; 
and,  in  her  other  declarations,  in  the  other 
Articles  we  have  quoted,  and  which  have  an 
immediate  bearing  on  the  subject  in  hand, 
everything  is  in  harmony  w’iih  the  acknow¬ 
ledgment  of  other  Protestant  and  orthodox 
communities,  and  nothing  is  advanced  to 
which  any  of  them  would  not  subscribe  ; 
while  in  the  prayer  which  she  puts  into  the 
mouths  of  all  her  members  in  her  ordinary 
ministrations — **  We  pray  for  the  good 
estate  of  the  Catholic  Church,  that  all  who 
profess  and  call  themselves  Christians  may 
be  led  into  the  w'ay  of  truth,  and  hold  the 
faith  in  unity  of  spirit,  in  the  bond  of  peace, 
and  in  righteousness  of  life” — she  ever  di¬ 
rects  her  children  to  labor  after  the  things 
that  make  for  peace  and  unity,  in  the  use  of 
every  variety  of  Hieans  coincident  witli  the 
revealed  will  of  God. 

In  harmony  w’ilh  these  her  constitutions 
and  this  her  prayer,  it  is  patent  to  the  world 
that  the  most  distinguished  English  Reform¬ 
ers  were  in  habits  of  constant  consultation 
and  of  fraternal  love  with  the  Continental 
Reformers  who  did  not  choose,  or  were  not 
in  circumstances  to  adopt,  an  outward  con¬ 
stitution  of  Church  Government  resembling 
ours — that  John  Knox,  the  sturdy  Scotch  Re¬ 
former,  far  from  being  regarded  as  an  alien 
from  the  Christian  fold,  on  account  of  his 
diflerences  from  us  in  such  matters,  was  one 
of  the  six  preachers  appointed  by  Edward 
Vlih,  to  perambulate  the  country  with  the 
view  of  initiating  the  people  into  a  just 
knowledge  of  the  true  Gospel — that  in  the 
canonical  Bidding-Pray<?r,  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  then,  as  now,  Presbyterian,  is  point¬ 
edly  prayed  for — that  all  men  of  the  stamp 
of  Bishop  Hall  joined  w’ith  him  in  consider¬ 
ing  the  Continental  Protestant  Churches, 
“  the  Dear  Spouse  of  Christ,^*  while  he  and 
others  did  not  disdain  to  take  their  places  in 
the  Synod  of  Dort. 

And  after  the  Church  awoke  from  the 
long  sinful  sleep  of  the  last  century,  the  same 
scriptural  and  Protestant  spirib-quickened  into 
life  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  led  our  fathers  to 
judge  of  things  in  a  similar  light,  and  to 
adopt  a  similar  course  in  regard  to  those  not 
of  our  communion.  Vou  had  not  belter

their  ears  to  eve'iTrale  tb  her  pwjudice 
principles  of  Tractarianism,  the  more  they  are 
diffused,  the  more  do  they  drive  the  Protes¬ 
tant  Church  of  our  fathers  towards  Rome,  and 
weaken  her  m  the  affections  of  those  on  whom 
her  existence  as  a  national  Establishment  de¬ 
pends.  Still  the  majority  of  the  bishops  and 
dignitaries  of  the  Church  favour  the  princi¬ 
ples,  whence  (when  the  Church  is  not  asleep) 
those  views  and  this  practice  necessarily  arise. 
Let  it  be  our’s  to  take  our  place  anew  on  the 
true  principles  of  our  Church,  as  these,  in 
essence  as  well  as  in  substance,  are  opposed 
to  Rome.  We  may  be  called,  in  this  course, 
to  sacrifice  much  in  feeling,  in  property,  in 
worldly  consideration,  and  worldly  respect. 
But  who  ever  did  anything  worth  doing  for 
God,  but  in  the  path  of  self-denial  ?  W^e  shall

ITS  .MORAL  TENDENCY. 

From  tlts  Democratic  Heview. 

We  shall  proceed  now  to  look  at  it  as  a 
political  and  social  regenerato” :  in  fa..^  a?  an 
actual  and  practical  illustratii  .  of  the  good 
or  evil  which  Fourierism  would  inflict  upon 
the  world. 

The  plot  of  the  Wandering  Jew  is  simple, 
singularly  simple,  when  we  reflect  that  the 
book  itself  consists  of  no  less  than  (MIN  pages 
of  the  closest  type,  containing  a  bulk  of  print¬ 
ed  matter  not  much  inferior  to  one-half  of 
Hume’s  History  of  England,  or  the  whole  of 
Bancroft’s  History  of  the  United  States. 

In  brief,  it  is  as  follows: — In  the  year  1682  one 
Count  Marius  de  Kennepont,a  Huguenot,  sentenc¬ 
ed  to  the  galleys,  under  the  iniquitous  edicts  which 
followed  the  revocation  of  the  edict  of  Nantes,  and 
especially  persecuted  by  the  company  of  Jesuits, 
committ^  suicide,  leaving  50,000  crowns  in  the 
hands  of  a  Jewish  family  to  be  put  out  by  father,  { 
son,  and  grand-son,  on  interest  and  compound  in¬ 
terest  for  150  years ;  together  with  a  will  desiring 
that,  at  the  expiration  of  that  time,  the  product 
shall  be  divided,  at  a  certain  hour  and  a  certain 
place,  among  such  of  his  descendants  as  shall  then 
and  there  present  themselves,  provided  each  with 
credentials  and  a  mysterious  medal. 

This  Count  Marius  de  Rennepont  proves  to  be  a 
descendant  of  the  Wandering  Jew  ;  who  was,  M. 


THE  DITV  OF  GOVERNMENTS  IN  RFa;ARD 
TO  PEACE. 

The  following  extract  of  a  sermon  delivered 
by  Sydney  Smith  in  London,  soon  after  the 
death  of  William  IV.,  and  with  reference  to 
the  accession  of  Victoria  to  the  throne,  is 
equally  appropriate  to  those  who  sway  the 
government  of  both  nations.  Great  Britain  and 
the  United  States : 

"  A  second  great  object  whicli  I  hope  will 
be  impressed  upon  the  mind  of  this  royal 
lady,  is,  a  rooted  horror  of  war — an  earnest 
and  passionate  desire  to  keep  her  people  in 
a  state  of  profound  peace.  The  greate.st 
curse  which  can  be  entailed  upon  mankind,  is 
a  state  of  war.  All  the  atrocious  crimes  com¬ 
mitted  in  years  of  peace — all  that  is  spent  in 
peace  by  the  secret  corruptions,  or  by  the 
thoughtless  extravagance  of  nations,  are  mere 
trifles  compared  with  the  gigantic  evils  which 
stalk  over  the  world  in  a  state  of  war.  God 
is  forgotten  in  war — every  principle  of  Chris¬ 
tian  charity  trampled  upon— human  labor  de¬ 
stroyed — human  industry  extinguished  ; — 
you  see  the  son,  and  the  husband,  and  the 
brother,  dying  miserably  in  distant  lands  ;  you 
see  the  waste  of  human  affection — you 
see  the  breaking  of  human  hearts — you  hear 
the  shrieks  of  widows  and  children,  after  the 
battle — and  you  walk  over  the  mangled  bodies 
of  the  w’ounded,  calling  fur  death.  I  would 
say  to  the  royal  child,  worship  God,  by  loving 
peace  ;  it  is  not  your  humanity  to  pity  a 
beggar  by  giving  him  food  or  raiment — I  can 
do  that  ;  that  is  the  charity  of  the  humble 
and  the  unknown ;  widen  your  heart  for 
more  extended  miseries  of  mankind ;  pity 
your  poor  subjects,  torn  from  their  homes, 
crowded  into  hospitals  ;  pity  the  stupid,  fran¬ 
tic  folly  of  human  beings,  who  are  always 
ready  to  tear  each  other  to  pieces,  and  to 
deluge  the  earth  with  each  other's  blood  ;  this 
is  your  extended  humanity — and  this  the 
great  field  of  your  compa.s8ion.  Extinguish 
in  your  heart  the  fiendish  love  of  military 
glory,  from  which  your  sex  does  not  necessa- 


Of  Prince  Djalma,  it  is  needless  to  speak; 
not  a  word  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of 
the  book  intimates  that  he  has  any  creed  or 
faith  at  all,  unless  the  abandoning  himself  to 
all  the  sensual  instincts  and  impulses  of  a  na¬ 
turally  noble  savage,  never  once  refraining 
from  any  act  of  violence  through  any  motive 
of  reason,  or  doing  any  virtuous  act  save 
through  blind  impulse,  can  bu  called  a  faith. 
Jacques  Rennepont  is  a  mere  sot,  a  vulgar 
voluptuary  and  debauchee,  giving  no  proof  of 
knowledge  that  he  has  a  soul  at  all,  unless  | 
the  proof  lie  in  his  sometimes  swearing  by  it. 
M.  Hardy,  that  best  of  men,  that  pure  phi¬ 
lanthropist,  that  benevolent,  consistent,  chari¬ 
table  being,  is  an  habitual  adulterer ;  is  more¬ 
over  one  of  those — we  quote  from  page  5r>6, 
vol.  ii. — who  “  had  adopted  that  generous,  na¬ 
tural  religion,  which  preaches  a  grateful 
adoration  of  God,  a  love  for  all  humanity,  a 
worship  of  all  that  is  just  and  good,  and 
which,  disdainful  of  all  dogmas,  professes 
the  same  veneration  for  Afarcus  Aurelius  as 
for  Confucius,  for  Plato  as  for  Jesus  Christ, 
for  Afoses  as  for  LycurgusP  We  are  not, 
therefore,  astonished  at  discovering  that  in  his 


secret  infidelity  as  to  the  higher  classes.  So 
that  every  part  of  vital  Christianity  is  swept 
away  at  once.  All  falls  to  ruin,  if  the  object 
of  worship  be  once  changed. 

And  what  are  all  the  natural  and  moral  at¬ 
tributes  of  the  Deity  ?  what  his  creation  and 
,  government  of  the  world  ?  what  his  providence? 
i  what  his  infinite  love  in  sending  his  own  Son 
f  into  the  world  for  our  salvation,  but  so  many 
aggravations  of  the  guilt  of  such  attempts  as 
these  at  “  worshipping  and  serving  the  crea¬ 
ture  more  than  the  Creator,  who  is  blessed 
forever  ?”  And  what,  again,  ought  all  the 
redemption  of  Christ — what  his  incarnation, 
his  atonement,  his  death,  his  ascension,  his 
intercession,  his  whole  mediatorial  office  and 
kingdom  to  be  to  us,  but  so  many  effectual 
bars  against  the  flying  to  any  mediator  but' 
himself,  and  so  many  valid  arguments  for 
his  exclusive  claim  lo  all  the  worship,  trust, 
love,  and  obedience  of  those  who  would  have 
access  to  their  heavenly  Father? 

And  how  is  all  this  increased  beyond  con¬ 
ception  by  the  love  wherewith  he  has  loved 
us  in  this  w'ork  of  redempSIbn,  the  depth  of 
humiliation  and  the  inexpressed  intenseness  of 
suffering  which  he  underwent,  and  his  con¬ 
descension  and  tenderness  to  all  who  come  to 
him  ?  Who  can  measure  the  degree,  in 
which  the  guilt  of  having  recourse  to  other 
mediators,  is  rendered  the  more  prodigious 
and  more  highly  provoking  to  his  divine 
Majesty  by  these  considerations  ? 

Let  u.s,  then,  realize  more  fully  the  infinite 
and  unapproachable  glory  of  our  one  blessed 
Mediator ;  and  every  appearance  of  idolatry 
will  be  hateful  to  us.  I^et  us  imbibe  more 
fully  the  adequacy  and  suitableness  to  all  our 
wants  of  his  intercession  and  high  priesthood  ; 
and  every  attempt  to  substitute  other  media¬ 
tors,  will  appear  to  us  in  the  startling  glare  of

terpretation  of  Scripture  becomes  necessary  in 
the  outset,  but  where  the  establishment  of  Chris¬ 
tian  congregations  after  some  model  of  Church 
government  or  other  has  to  be  anticipated  from  the 
success  of  the  cause,  was  the  only  preservative  of 
charity.  Accordingly  the  Ijondon  Mi8.sionary  So¬ 
ciety  has,  in  point  of  fact,  been  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  Independe.nt  denomination,  while  the 
members  of  the  Church  of  England,  Presbyterians, 
Methodists,  Baptists,  and  other  bodies  which  might 
be  nientiened,  have  each  formed  its  own  mission¬ 
ary  societies,  and  each  prosecutes  its  labours 
separately  from  the  others. 

Nor  has  God  withheld  a  blessing  fjom  any  of 
these  efforts,  conducted  in  simple  fhith  and  with 
an  eye  to  the  glcry  of  God.  But  the  fact  stands 
not  the  less  clearly  before  us,  that  difference  of 
outward  Church  organization  is  a  very  disturbing 
element  in  questions  of  co-operation  for  religious 
objects,  and  that  in  all  endeavours  for  Christian 
I  union  it  would  be  well  to  investigate  the  causes 
of  separation  from  outward  Church  communion ; 
and  if  it  were  possible  at  that  point  to  apply  the 
remedy,  a  fiir  more  pervading  effect  than  what 
has  hitherto  been  witnessed  would  flow  into  the 
scattered  forces  of  the  friends  of  evangelical  truth 
and  charity.— (Que6fc)  Berean. 

THE  EVANGELICAL  PARTY  IN  ENGLAND.

seated  in  their  own  bosom,)  it  becomes  all  of 
us,  and  those  even  who  most  detest,  and  who 
consider  themselves  the  furthest  removed 
from  the  power  of  the  pestilence,  to  examine 
whether  they  are  so  entirely  free  from  its  in¬ 
fluence  as  they  fondly  imagine. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  what  is  captivating 
to  the  fallen  nature  of  man  in  the  powers 
which  the  Papacy,  and  its  younger  sister 
Puseyism,  would  confer  on  the  priesthood. 
He  who  denies  this  truth,  as  generally  appli¬ 
cable,  does  not  thoroughly  know  bis  own 
heart.  Even  in  the  regenerate  the  principle 
remains  and  is  readily  excited  ;  and  its  only 
successful  opponent  is  the  superior  preva¬ 
lence  in  the  heart  of  the  very  truth  of  God, 
laying  low  whatever  would  exalt  the  pride  of 
man,  and  loathing  priestcraft  as  antagonist  to 
Christ  and  the  glory  of  his  kingdom. 

To  give  a  single  test,  easily  applied,  we 
would  ask  our  clerical  brethren  whether,  for 
example,  they  are  not  disposed  at  the  present 
day  to  lay  more  stress  on  the  Apostolic  suc¬ 
cession  than  they  did  a  dozen  years  since,  or 
are  as  careful  now  as  then,  to  rest  claims  to 
this  or  ai^  other  spiritual  privilege  on  the 
word  of  God  alone :  whether  they  are  as 
simple  on  such  points  as  were  our  fathers 
who  have  left  us, — Venn,  Scott,  Cecil,  Wil- 
berforce ;  whether  as  distinct  in  their  views, 
and  in  their  acting  out  of  their  views,  as  the 
Protestant  Reformers  of  our  Church, — and 
this,  especially  as  shown  in  the  manner  in 
which  they  regard  other  Protestant  Churches, 
whether  at  home  or  abroad,  and  the  degree 


Count  Marius  de  Rennepont  are  descendants  like¬ 
wise  of  the  mysterious  Jew;  who,  aided  by  an 
equally  mysterious  Wandering  Jewess,  the 
dauglitcr  of  Hcrodia.s  extends  his  aid  to  them  of¬ 
ten  effectually  for  the  moment,  but  always  fruit¬ 
lessly  as  regards  the  main  result.

my  sceptre ;  in  this  way  I  have  strove  to 
worship  my  Redeemer  and  my  Judge.'  I 
would  add,  (if  any  addition  were  wanted  as  a 
part  of  the  laasons  lo  youthful  royalty,)  the 
utter  folly  of  all  wars  of  ambition,  where  the 
object  sought  for,  if  attained  at  all,  is  com¬ 
monly  attained  at  manifold  its  real  value ;  and 
often  arrested,  after  a  short  enjoyment,  from 
its  possessor,  by  the  combined  indignation  and 
just  vengeance  of  the  other  nations  of  tha 
world.  It  is  all  misery,  and  folly,  and  im¬ 
piety,  and  cruelly.  The  atrocities,  and  hor¬ 
rors,  and  disgusts  of  war,  have  never  been 
half  enough  insisted  upon  by  the  teachers  of 
the  people ;  but  the  worst  of  evils,  and  the 
greatest  of  follies,  hare  been  varnished  over 
with  specious  names,  and  the  gigantic  robbers 
and  murderers  of  the  world  have  been  holden 
up  for  their  imitation,  to  the  weak  eyes  of 
youth.  May  honest  counsellors  keep  this 
poison  from  the  mind  of  the  young  dueen. 
May  she  love  what  God  bids,  and  do  what 
makes  men  happy  V'— Vermont  Chronicle.

VOLUNTARY  SOCIETIE.S. 

We  find  the  attention  of  more  than  one  of  our 
corraspondente  to  have  been  directed  to  the 
imporunt  subject  of  Christian  union,  which  also 
appears  to  be  engaging  the  earnest  solicitude  of 
members  of  various  religious  communities  in  the 
mother  country.  There  are  two  opposite,  but 
very  serious,  errors  into  w’bich  we  find  men  to  fall 
with  regard  to  tliis  matter.  Some  hold  that  diver¬ 
sity  of  ecclesiastical  organization  need  not  in  any 
wise  hinder  Christian  union,  whereas  by  others 
that  union  is  altogether  identified  with  adherence 
to  ecclesiastical  organization. 

We  have  had  opportunities  of  making  ebserva- 
tion  on  this  subject,  and  our  experience  has  led  us 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  perfectly  possible  for 
members  of  various  religious  persuasions  to  be 
united  in  harmonious  co-operation  towards  some 
well-defined  religious  object,  and  so  real  Chris¬ 
tian  union  to  exist,  notwithstanding  diversity  of 
ecclesiastical  organization : — while  on  the  i^er 
hand  we  have  known  men  to  be  brought  together 
for  co-operation  on  the  ground  of  their  connection 
with  one  and  the  same  ecclesiastical  body,  where 
the  want  of  Christian  union  has  been  painfully 
feltasan  impediment  to  harmonious  action. 

But  it  lias  never  been  our  lot  to  see  Christian 
union  more  fully  realized  than  in  the  co-operation 
of  members  of  one  and  the  same  ecclesiastical 
organization,  voluntarily  associated  for  the  prose¬ 
cution  of  some  important  enterprise  of  religious 
benevcdence.

Messrs.  Editors, — I  have  read  with  earnest  at¬ 
tention,  the  reply  to  Edwards  on  the  Will,  by 
Bledsoe.  I  am  anxious  to  do  all  in  my  power  to 
extend  a  knowledge  of  this  able  work,  to  ex¬ 
cite  a  general  attention  to  it,  by  those  who  have 
time  and  talent  for  metaphysical,  connected  with 
religious  reading. 

I'he  very  learned  and  candid  Dr.  OIjmthus 
Gregory,  in  his  life  of  Robert  Hall,  records  many 
interesting  conversations  he  held  with  that  won¬ 
derful  man.  In  one  of  them,  he  observed  to  Hall, 
that  Edwards’  theory  on  the  Will,  was  repugnant 
to  the  indestructible  feelings  of  our  nature.  Hall 
replied,  “  that  Edw’ards  found  the  theory  in  the 
w’orks  of  Owen,  covered  up  under  a  heap  of  rub¬ 
bish,  and  dragged  it  to  light  with  the  arm  of  a 
giant.  It  was  a  monster,  and  .should  liave  been 
smothered  at  its  birth.”  What  Hall  wished  liad 
been  done  at  the  birth  of  this  metaphysical  mon¬ 
ster,  viz:  Owen’s  and  Edwards*  theory  of  nmral 
Necessity,  (it  differs  little  from  the  theory  of  Philo- 
sofdiical  Necessity  of  the  later  Unitarians,) — our 
countryman  Bledime  lias  done  in  its  manhood — 
He  hat  killed  it.  To  change  the  figure,  he  has 
entirely  demolished  the  bulwarks  of  Calvinism,  has 
fully  vindicated  the  liberty  of  man,  and  lias  fur¬ 
nished  us  with  the  most  unanswerable  arguments 
to  vindicate  also  the  rectitude  of  God ;  to  fix  upon 
man,  his  awful  responsibility,  and  to  manifest 
God’s  righteous  and  impartial  justice,  and  this  in 
exact  accordance  with  our  consciousness  and  the 
exmess  declarations  of  Scripture. 

The  writer  of  this  brief  notice,  read  some  years 
ago,  in  a  immber  of  that  excellent  periodical,  the 
Christian  Observer,  an  article  on  “  the  use  of  the 
word  Necessity,  by  Jonathan  Edwards.”  The 
writer  of  that  article,  furnished  a  key  to  unlock 
many  of  the  intricacies  of  Edwards*  rea.soniiigs. 
He  shew’ed  (as  does  Bledsoe,)  that  Edwards  had 
unconsciously  used  interchangeably  his  own  de¬ 
finition  of  physical,  and  what  he  termed  “  moral 
Necessity,”  and  that,  in  his  apparently  mast  suc¬ 
cessful  arguments  against  his  opponents,  he  had 
used  the  word  Necessity  in  the  sense  of  physical 
necessity,  which  he  had  disclaimed,  instead  of 
moral  necessity.  He  shewed,  that  if  the  reader 
would  substitute  Edwards’  own  definition  of  moral 
necessity,  instead  of  physical,  his  arguments,  so 
for  from  being  conclusive  against  his  adversaries, 
would  work  out  the  very  result  they  had  arrived 
at,  viz:  the  moral  certainty  and  not  necessity  of 
events ;  and  that,  therefore,  the  religious  questien 
to  which  Edwards  applied  his  theory,  was  left  just 
where  Edwards  found  it.  Bledsoe’s  reply  Is  more 
elaborate  and  complete.

Some  are  afraid  of  divisions,  as 
growing  out  of  the  multiplication  of  the  dioceses, 
and  that  the  office  of  a  Bisliop  would  not  be  so  vene¬ 
rated,  if  mode  too  common — but  this  is  only  one  of 
many  proofs,  bow  ready  we  are  to  sacrifice  real 
utility,  to  the  idoLs  of  visible  unity  and  ecclesias¬ 
tical  pride.  The  coldness  and  suspicion  which  the 
appointment  of  Deacons  (properly  so  cal  led)  has  met 
almost  every  where,  even  after  being  forced 
through  the  General  Convention,  is  a  sad  omen. 
It  seems  to  us,  that  with  many  this  is  the  feeling ; 
they  have  the  succession,  and  they  want  nothing 
more.  The  great  effort  seems  to  be  to  prevent  in¬ 
novation,  to  stereotype  the  very  errors  of  the  past, 
and  to  keep  things  “  as  they  were  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  world.” 


not  to  establish  Sunday  Schools,  but  especially  to 
propagate  the  principles  and  usages  of  the  Con- 
gr^ational  church. 

This  is  a  perfectly  lawful  and  proper  object  for 
such  a  society  to  pursue,  it  is  what  other  denomi¬ 
nations  do,  and  do  it  without  any  concealment  or 
double  dealing.  If  we  go  to  Methodist,  Baptist 
or  Presbyterians  depositories,  we  may  perhaps, 
get  books  that  do  not  particularly  favor  |he  views 
of  those  denominations  exclusively  ;  but.  they  are 
established  mainly  for  that  purpose,  ilnd  no  one 
who  patronizes  them,  feels  as  if  he  weie  deceived, 
if  he  gets  a  strictly  sectarian  book. 

Now  the  Massachusetts  Sfobbath  School  Society 
is  of  just  the  same  character.  It  is  managed  e.x- 
clusively  by  Congregationalists,  and  all  its  opera¬ 
tions,  (including  its  sales,  donations,  &c.  &c.,) 
are  designed  to,  and  do  in  fact,  lavor  and  extend 
the  influence  of  Congregationalism.  This  is  not 
objected  to,  but  it  is  a  very  reprehensible  thing 
for  any  society  or  individual  to  carry  a  double  fare. 

In  those  sections  of  the  country  where  Congre¬ 
gationalism  prevails,  the  Massachusetts  S.  S. 
Society  claims  the  liberal  and  exclusive  patronage 
of  its  churches,  because  it  is  set  for  the  defence 
and  furtherance  of  the  principles  of  that  sect.  Its 
influence  is  moreover  given  to  prevent  those 
churches  from  contributing  to  any  general  or  “  un¬ 
ion”  effort  for  the  establishment  of  Sunday  Schools 
among  the  destitute;  but  when  its  publications 
are  fur  sale  where  CongregationalLsm  is  not  preva¬ 
lent,  their  character  instantly  changes,  and  they 
become  with  three  or  four  exceptions,  good  “union” 
books,  Slid)  as  all  denominations  must  approve  of. 
Now,  if  VV.  II.  F.  is  ignorant  of  these  mets,  he 
should  not  presume  to  hazard  such  a  statement  as 
you  published  over  his  initials.  If  he  knows  them, 
he  must  not  complain  if  he  is  regarded  as  a  double 
dealer,  or  identified  with  such  as  change  their 
color  to  suit  the  objects  nearest  to  them.  If  the 
Massachusetts  S.  S.  Society  will  sail  under  their 
true  colours,  their  flag  will  be  respectwl,  but  if 
they  use  different  flags  in  different  seas,  they  will 
be  justly  suspected  by  all,  as  having  no  honest 
purpose  in  view,  and  they  will  be  treated  as  a 
suspicious  craft  deserves  to  be  treated.

nected  with  it,  we  may  truly  apply  to  it  the  words 
of  the  apostle,  that  “our  light  afflictions,  which  are 
but  for  a  moment,  are  not  worthy  to  be  compared 
with  tlie  glory  that  shall  lie  revealed”  hereafter. 

“  At  the  time  when  I  addressed  you,  at  the  close 
of  list  year,  the  country,  and  the  Holy  City  es¬ 
pecially,  were  under  circumstances  of  great  alarm; 
it  has  pleased  God  to  allay  our  fears,  and  the  sub¬ 
sequent  arrival  of  Turkish  troops,  who  have  since 
garrisoned  the  town,  has  had  the  effect  of  quieting 
the  city  and  neigbourhood.  The  state  of  the 
country  generally  is  still  such  as  often  to  cause 
alarm,  and  the  actual  disturliances  at  Hebron  have 
hitherto  prevented  any  missionary  from  occupying 
that  station  ;  but,  putting  our  trust  in  that  holy 
name  of  the  liOrd  which  is  a  strong  tower,  in 
which  his  people  are  safe,  we  fi»r  no  evil ;  our 
hopes,  moreover,  are  enlarged,  being  based  on  the 
sure  word  of  promise,  and  we  know  that  all  must 
work  together  for  the  ultimate  good  of  Jerusalem, 
and  the  establishment  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom. 

“  Our  work  haa  progressed  as  usual  during  the 
last  year.  Our  daily  and  Sunday  services  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  regnlarW  conducted ;  and,  we  trust, 
are  attended  by  the  Divine  bles-sing.  Some  mem- 
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Defects  or  tiik  Ameeicaii  Cuvech, — Eztbtt 
ov  DiocBssa. — Our  remarks  on  this  subject  lost 
week,  evinced  (we  hope)  a  disposition  to  receive 
advice  and  reproof  fruin  any  quarter,  in  proportion 
as  scorned  to  ns  they  adapted  to  the  real  improve¬ 
ment  of  our  ecclesiastical  system.  We  proceed 
to  consider  in  what  respects  so  excellent  and 
candid  a  writer,  as  the  late  Dean  of  Westminster, 
considers  us  in  need  of  amendinent.  These  are 
enumerated  in  his  closing  chapter. 

The  first  of  them  is  the  want  of  more  immediate 
and  constant  Episcopal  supervision. 

“  If  we  compare  the  map  of  America  with  the 
fixed  organization  of  the  Church,  we  are  at  once 
struck  with  its  rapid  and  universal  extension. 
Bishopricks  are  well-nigh  co-exiensive  with  the 
states  of  the  Union.  Through  all  tliat  vast  con¬ 
tinent  the  living  form  of  Church-polity  has  grown 
up  as  in  a  night,  from  the  two  bishops  who  landed 
at  New  York  on  Easter  Sunday  1787.*  From 
puritan  Ma8iacliu.sotts  in  the  north,  down  to  the 
slave-tilled  Ixittorns  of  torrid  liOuisiana,  and  from 
the  crowded  harbor  of  New  York,  back  to  the 
unbroken  forests  and  roiling  prairie  of  Illinois,  the 
successors  of  the  'f’welvc  administer  in  Christ’s 
name  the  rule  of  His  spiritual  kingdon. 

“  It  is  not  so  easy  to  estimate  aright  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  varied  population  of  these  wide  tracts 
which  has  received  this  foith.  It  has  been 
calculated,  as  the  nearest  approximation  which 
can  be  obtained,  that  alioiit  1,500,000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  of  the  United  States  belong  to  this 


sent  forth.  The  first  is  a  funeral  Seriiuxi  by  the  I 
Rev.  J.  M.  M’Jilton,  Rector  of  the  first  African 
Church,  Baltimore,  occastoneil  by  the  death  of  an 
aged  member  of  the  congn*gation.  It  was  publish¬ 
ed  at  tlie  reqiu»st  of  some  twenty  members  of  tlie 
congregation,  w’lio  express  the  opinion  that  “  it  sets 
forth  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  as  they  are  seen 
in  the  operations  of  practical  life,  and  tliat  the 
publication  of  the  Sermon  would  contribute  toths 
extension  of  true  Christian  doctrine.”  We  des^ 
to  give  all  due  praise  to  those  of  our  brethren, 
who,  by  laboring  among  the  African  race,  ex¬ 
emplify  the  Apostle’s  direction,  to  “condescend  to 
men  of  low  estate.”  And  we  are  sure  that  they 
have  their  reward  at  the  hands  of  Him  who  hath 
“chosen  the  poor  of  this  world,  rich  in  foith.”  We 
cordially  unite  with  this  brother,  in  thanking 
God  for  tiie  good  example  of  the  aged  woman, 
whose  conversation  was  so  long  in  Heaven,  even 
while  a  member  of  the  Church  on  earth.  And  yet, 
we  cannot  but  hope,  that  her  eulogist  has  done 
great  injustice,  both  to  her  and  to  himself, — by  the 
desrripti

Every  friend  of  the  Bible  will  appreciate  the 
importance  of  typographical  correctness  in  the 
various  editions  of  this  most  important  of  books. 
In  England  this  is,  to  as  great  an  extent  as  possi¬ 
ble,  secured,  by  making  the  printing  of  Bibles  a 
kind  of  monopoly — in  this  country  where  every 
printer  is  at  liberty  to  publish  his  edition,  some 
care  is  necessary  on  the  part  of  the  purchaser. 

I  have  before  me  an  edition  of  the  so  called 
Polyglott  Bible,  stereotyped  in  1835,  with  the  im¬ 
print  of  Desilver,  Thomas  &,  Co.  I  uudsrstand 
that  the  edition  is  no  longer  in  the  hands  of  the 
first  publishers,  and  there  can  therefore  be  no  ob¬ 
jection  to  adverting  to  defects  which  should  now 
exclude  this  edition  from  sale.  I  will  not  allude 
to  liberties  taken  with  the  text  (as  the  word  duke 
printed  eleven  times  du.)  nor  to  typographical 
errors  08  judgment,  printed  in  some  of  the  epistles 
judgement,  though  the  latter  are  by  no  means  rare. 
The  important  defects  arise  from  long  use  of  the 
stereotype  plates,  by  which  letters  and  wliolc 
words  are  often  destroyed,  and  in  many  cases  the 
sense  changed,  or  scarcely  discoverable.  The 
letters  are  wanting  along  tlie  margin  of  the 
columns,  having  been  broken  by  use,  changing  the 
meaning  of  words  wherever  the  remaining  let¬ 
ters  make  sense,  a.s  never,  into  ever,  this  into  his, 
the  into  he,  &c.  &c.  It  may  be  said  that  the 
reader  will  readily  correct  this,  but  such  is  not 
always  the  fact,  and  an  illiterate  reader  would 
often  be  put  to  much  trouble.  I  have  heard  that 
2tK),000  copies  have  been  printed  from  these  plates, 
exactly  twice  as  many  as  any  publisher  should 
have  permitted.  The  impropriety  of  all  this  is 
evident,  and  purchasers  ot  Bibles  should  see  that 
they  procure  new,  or  at  least  gootl,  legible,  correct 
editions.  Fortunately  there  are  plenty  such  in 
the  market.  R.

IGNIS  FATUUS. 

Such  is  tliat  idea  of  Infallibility  in  the  Church, 
which  is  now  leading  men  to  Rome.  As  it  re¬ 
spects  the  substance  of  Christianity,  the  great  body 
of  those  called  Christians  will,  I  doubt  not,  infalli¬ 
bly  preserve  its  records  and  traditions:  but  when 
we  come  to  the  point  of  individual  guidance,  the 
settlement  of  each  man’s  own  opinions  respecting 
those  questions  which  now  agitate  the  Ctiristian 
world ;  there  is  no  oracle  whose  voice  we  can 
hear  with  an  absolute  certainty  of  not  being  mis¬ 
taken. 

Mr.  Brownson,  in  the  April  No.  of  his  Quarter¬ 
ly,  has  demonstrated  the  claims  of  Romanism,  by 
assuming  that  we  must  know  with  absolute  cer¬ 
tainty  that  we  have  the  whole  written  word  of 
God,  all  that  has  ever  been  written  by  divine  au¬ 
thority,  and  have  an  infallible  interpretation  of  its 
contents.  The  main  argument  for  this  is,  that  we 
cannot  believe  with  the  heart,  unless  the  intellect 
be  first  so  convinced  as  to  make  doubting  impassi¬ 
ble.  But  this  entirely  takes  away  the  moral  quality 
of  faith.  liet  any  point  of  our  belief  be  reduced 
to  the  intellectual  certainty  of  the  muiliplication 
table;  then  as  there  is  no  possibility  of  rejecting, 
there  can  be  no  virtue  in  receiving  it. 

In  practice,  this  doctrine  of  infallibility  has 
difficulties  just  as  great  as  those  of  the  Protestant 
way  of  faith.  Here  is  a  man  uncertain  what  are 
the  truths  that  he  must  receive  for  liis  salvation. 
If  he  coukl  hear  the  voice  of  God,  being  certain 
that  he  hoars  it,  and  then  be  absolutely  sure  of  the 
meaning,  he  would  know  what  to  believe.  Well, 
here  is  a  volume  called  the  word  of  God.  The 
first  question  must  be,  is  it  so  in  fact?  The  Pro¬ 
testant  opening  the  book,  and  finding  the  Apocry¬ 
pha  excluded,  says,  yes.  But  the  Romanist  says, 
no:  this  is  only  a  part  of  the  Bible.  Which  of 
these  guides  is  the  inquirer  to  follow  ?  Both  may 
claim  to  be  ministers  of  Christ,  and  thus  to  speak 
by  divine  authority.  How  can  the  unlearned  de¬ 
cide  between  them? 

Mr.  Brownson  appeals  to  the  New  Testament. 
There  he  finds,  (Matt,  xxviii.  19,  20.)  a  commis¬ 
sion  to  certain  men,  or  a  certain  body  of  men,  to 
preach  the  Gospel  in  the  world  at  large,  with  the 
promise  ofChrist,  “  IsO  lam  with  you  always'^fc. 
From  this  he  infers  an  infallible  body  of  teachers, 
always  in  the  world  ;  and  because  the  Uoinisli 
Bishops  came  in  due  succession  from  the  Apostles, 
tliat  they  are  tliis  body.  But  can  the  inquirer  be 
made  perfectly  certain  that  these  inferences  are 
logically  inevitable?  Can  no  other  construction 
be  put  upon  the  Saviour’s  promise,  except  this  of 
Mr.  Brownson’s.  There  seem  to  me,  in  this  case, 
many  things  betw’een  the  cup  and  the  lip.  So  it 
will  turn  out,  tliat  finding  the  teacher,  the  infallu 
ble  interpreter,  as  Mr.  Brownson  requires,  is  just 
as  difficult  an  exercise  of  private  judgment,  just 
as  impossible,  if  we  are  to  bn  infallibly  certain,  as 
to  discover  the  meaning  of  the  Holy  ^riptiires  in 
main  points  of  doctrine. 

Our  Saviour  has  pointed  out  another  way.  He 
says :  “  A/y  doctrine  is  not  mine,  but  his  that  sent 
me.  If  any  man  will  do  his  will,  he  shall  know 
of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be  of  God,  or  whether 
I  speak  of  myself.^'  (John  vii.  16,  17.)  From  this 
we  conclude,  that  any  man  of  common  understand¬ 
ing,  with  the  Bible  in  his  hands,  with  such  tradi¬ 
tions  of  interpretation,  as  he  will  have  by  the  com¬ 
mon  consent  ot  those  who  call  themselves  Chris¬ 
tians,  with  earnest  study  and  prayer  to  God,  the 
whole  effi>rl  being  prompted  by  a  sincere  desire  to 
do  the  will  of  God,  must  arrive  at  the  substance 
of  the  inspired  doctrines  of  the  Gospel.  Be  it  that 
the  words  of  Christ  here  quoted  do  not  exactly 
touch  this  point,  yet  it  seems  to  me  implied,  that 
when  we  become  certain  tliat  any  particular  teach¬ 
ings  are  from  God,  we  sliall  not  remain  in  fatal 
ignorance  of  their  contents,  while  the  language  is 
the  plainest  that  can  be  employed  in  the  attempt 


ion  he  has  given  of  that  form  of  doctrine 
which  he  delivered  and  she  received  at  his  mouth. 
But  whetheror  not  this  be  so,  it  will  not  prevent  the 
sermon  before  us,  from  doing  serious  mischief  to 
the  minds  of  others,  who  may  be  disposed  to  fol¬ 
low  her,  even  more  closely  than  she  followed 
Christ.  We  judge  not  the  heart  of  the  author,  but 
the  theology  of  his  sermon  is,  to  our  minds,  very  far 
from  setting  forth  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  or  of 
the  Gospel.  The  error  which  wc  wish  particularly 
to  notice,  is  that  which  has  become  so  prevalent  of 
late  years,  pulling  the  sacraments  of  the  Church 
in  the  place  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Gos{>ol — 
making  them  and  not  their  Author,  the  object  of 
foith.  In  proof  of  this,  we  simply  quote  liis  own 
account  of  “  Her  Belief.”  He  would  seem  to  have 
the  Church  Catechism  in  ids  eye,  for  he  enumerates 
“ three  things”  as  tliose  which  she  had  “chiefly 
learned.”  Rut  what  are  they  ?  Our  readers  will 
scarcely  credit  the  fact,  which  we  ourselvea  could 
not  believe,  till  after  repeated  perusal.  She  be¬ 
lieved  first,  “that  ill  the  sacrament  of  baptism,  she 
was  made  a  niemborof  CbrUt,  &c.,  and  that  this 
profession  was  necessary”  (not  “  generally,”  but 
absolutely)  “  to  salvation.”  Second,  “sbe  regarded 
the  rite  of  confirmation  as  the  public  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  the  baptismal  vows — and  a  most  solemn 
ordinance  of  the  Cliurcli,  d^c.  Third,  “she  received 
the  sacrament  of  the  Ixird’s  Supper,  as  a  precious 
treasure,”  d:c.  Now  we  do  not  say  that  the  author’s 
views  of  tiio  intention  of  the  sacraments  are 
altogether  wrong,  tor  on  some  points,  he  seems 
quite  Protestant,  though  on  others  he  is  careful 
not  to  define  his  position — but  it  must  strike  every 
one  that  he  has  put  tlicm  in  the  wrong  place. 
He  makes  Confirmation  iLself,  so  for  as  we  can 
see,  as  much  a  Sacrament,  as  eitlier  Baptism,  or 
the  lord's  Supper— and  then  gives  these  three  or¬ 
dinances,  the  place  which  the  Catechism  gives 
to  the  Father  who  bath  made  us,  the  Son  who 
hath  redeemeil  us,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  who  sanc- 
tifieth  tho  people  of  God.  At  any  rate,  we  con¬ 
fess  we  prefer  the  mode  of  confessing  our  faith 
prescribed  in  the  Creed,  “  commonly  called  the 
Apostles’,”  to  this  specimen  of  Maryland  The- 


laiion  ot  tne  united  citates  belong  to  this  com¬ 
munion  :  its  clergy  amount  to  1224.  Here  is  j 
abundant  proof  of  a  wide-spread  and  increasing 
growth  of  this  fair  plant  of  God  amongst  our 
western  children ;  since  the  hindrances  imposed 
by  our  carelessness  or  fear  were  swept  away, 
and  it  has  been  allowed  to  strike  at  will  its  roots 
among  them. 

“  But  tliough  there  be  goodly  signs  of  life  ami 
growth  In  the  extension  of  dioceses  and  the 
gathering  in  of  souls,  yet,  on  the  other  hand, 
when  we  see  the  vast  extent  over  which  diocesan 
authority  is  spread,  it  seems  as  if  it  must  loo  often 
melt  into  a  sliudow  :  and  when  further  we  com¬ 
pare  the  number  in  the  fold  witli  the  multitude 
without,  we  perceive  that  as  yet  the  hold  of  this 
communion  on  the  mass  of  living  acting  men  can 
bo  but  slight.  It  is  ton  plain,  that  in  many  dis¬ 
tricts  it  consists  only  of  a  scattered  handful  here 
and  there,  and  has  not  yet  gathered  in  with  a 
.strong  arm  the  ripe  harvest  of  souls  into  the  gar¬ 
ner  of  the  Ix>rd.  These  22  bishops  and  1202 
clergy  are  iiiinisfering  among  a  mass  of  human 
beings,  of  all  colours  of  belief,  or  of  no  belief  at 
all,  amounting  to  alNivc  17  millions,  who  are  scat¬ 
tered  over  an  extent  of  above  one  million  of  square 
miles.” 

In  all  t]ii.s  we  are  disposed  to  agree  with  the 
autlior ;  and  though  wc  think  that  a  represen¬ 
tative  of  the  English  Church,  is  not  the  one 
who  ought  to  cast  the  first  stone,  still  ws  really 
wish  that  our  Church  would  resolve  to  im¬ 
prove  her  “organization”  in  this  respect.  We 
have  no  idea  that  tiie  Kpiscopial  office  ia  brought 
into  contact  with  the  body  of  the  Church  in  Eng¬ 
land,  even  aa  much  as  here.  While  our  dioceses 
seem  so  large  on  the  map  of  “  this  wide  continent,” 
they  are  in  reality  small,  compared  with  the 
dense  population  of  the  Britisli  Isles.  Even  in 
re.spert  to  territorial  limits,  it  should  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  if  the  American  Church  has  some  dio¬ 
ceses  as  large  as  all  England,  the  English  Church 
has  one  diocese,  that  of  India,  as  large  as  all 
Europe. 

Further,  we  liave  reason  to  believe,  that  confir¬ 
mation  is  administered  for  more  frequently  here 
than  there ;  for  scattered  as  are  our  flocks,  our 
Bishops  are  required  to  administer  it  every  third 
year,  and  in  foct  their  visitations  are  almost  uni¬ 
versally  made  annual. 

Rut  still  our  Church  is  in  this  respect,  far  from 
what  it  ought  to  be,  and  no  subject  can  better 
claim  our  attention  than  the  remedy  for  this  great 
“  defect.”  Fur  ourselves  we  have  a  high  sense 
of  the  importance  and  utility  of  Episcopal  govern¬ 
ment.  For  Episcopacy  as  a  name,  or  a  spectacle, 
we  have  little  concern,  but  os  a  practical  thing, 
none  can  go  beyond  us  in  our  appreciation  of  it 
While  we  would  guard  its  prerogatives,  we  would 
also  strengthen  its  influence,  and  give  those  who 
arc  burdened  with  its  responsibilities,  a  fair  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  make  full  proof  of  their  ministry.  At 
present,  however,  our  Bishop’s  visitations  can  only 
be  few  and  for  between.  They  cannot  inepect  and 
“confirm  the  Churches,”  os  they  ought  to  da 
They  must  need.s  be  continually  in  motion,  ex¬ 
periencing  great  excitement  and  fatigue,  and  yet 
having  little  time  to  do  any  real  good. 

This  defect  might  be  remedied,  in  part,  by 
the  app<^mtment  of  some  such  officers,  as  the 
Church  of  England  fi;ids  necessary  and  useful, 
Arcltdescons  or  Rural  Deans ;  men  of  age  and  of 
experience  in  the  world,  and  In  the  ministry; 
“  eldeiv,**  that  are  qualified  to  “  rule  well,”  and

CHURCH  MUSIC. 

It  has  long  been  a  matter  of  astonislinient  to  us 
that  the  preparation  of  music  for  the  Church,  should 
have  beet)  so  little  attended  toby  persons  of  proper 
acquirements,  and  thus  necessarily  foil  into  the 
hands  of  pretenders.  The  consequence  has  been, 
that  we  can  hardly  enter  a  church,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  some  in  the  city,  without  having  our  ears 
pained  by  the  miserable  tunes  used  in  the  service. 
This  defect  can  never  be  cured,  until  the  selec¬ 
tions  in  use  shall  have  been  thrown  aside,  and 
some  more  suitable  ones  adopted.  Having  given 
the  admirable  collection  of  Messrs.  Darley  & 
Standbridge  a  fair  trial,  wo  feel  justified  in  re¬ 
commending  it  as  the  best  for  the  service  of  the 
Church  with  which  we  are  acquainted.  Great 
pains  have  been  taken  by  these  gentlemen  in  its 
preparation,  and  many  of  our  old  standard  tunes 
have  been  stripped  of  the  unbecoming  disguises 
placed  upon  them  by  musical  quacks,  restored 
to  their  original  beauty.  This  of  itself  should  in¬ 
duce  the  adoption  of  the  “  Cantus  Eclesite,”  by  the 
lovers  of  good  church  music,  independent  of  its 
richness  in  chants,  anthems  and  sentences  which 
are  so  often  and  appropriately  employed  in  the 
Episcopal  service.  We  hope  rectors  and  others, 
who  may  have  charge  of  tlie  arrangement  of  this 
part  of  public  worship,  will  give  this  work  an  at¬ 
tentive  examination,  and  introduce  it  into  their 
respective  choirs.  It  has  been  very  handsomely 
got  up  and  published  by  Messrs.  Thoma.s,  Cowper. 
thwait  &.  Ca,  of  this  city.  II.

“HIS  PRAISE  IS  IN  ALL  THE  CHURCHES.” 

How  important  is  it  that  in  such  times  as  these, 
when  the  Bible  is  sought  to  be  obscured,  ami  its 
plainest  language  mystified,  that  we  should  be 
very  particular  in  making  quotations  fruai  it,  to 
give  the  exact  words,  and  all  the  words,  fur  every 
one  has  importance  attached  lo  it.  The  common 
expression  of  frequent  occurrence,  “  whose  praise 
is  in  all  the  churches,”  os  thus  generally  given,  is 
one  of  dou'otful  meaning,  and  subject  to  misappli¬ 
cation  and  perversion.  It  may  seem  a  small  mat¬ 
ter  to  notice  so  trifling  a  thing  as  this,  but  it  is 
from  just  such  small  matters,  and  negligence  in 
quoting  Scripture,  that  much  difficulty  has  arisen, 
and  the  church  substituted  for  the  Gospel.  The 
exact  language  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  as  given  by  St. 
Paul,  in  the  2d  Corinthians  viii.  ch.  18  v.  is, 
“  And  we  have  sent  with  him  the  brother,  whose 
praise  is  in  the  Gospel  throughout  all  the 
churches.**  It  will  be  seen  at  once  tliat  two  im¬ 
portant  distinctions  are  here  made  by  the  word  of 
God,  which  the  usual  language  of  commendation, 
intended  as  a  quotation  of  this  passage  omits  alto¬ 
gether.  The  first,  and  most  important  is,  that  the 
ground  of  praise,  was  not  because  the  brother  had 
b^n  consistent  and  faithful  in  observing  all  the 


The  Emperor's  Visit  to  the  Porr. — On  the 
last  day  of  tlie  visit  of  the  Emperor  of  Russia  to 
Rome  he  stood  upon  the  cupola  of  St.  Peter’s, 
where,  by  the  instructions  of  the  Pope,  a  colla¬ 
tion  had  been  provided  for  him.  On  that  occasion, 
taking  a  glass  in  his  hand,  he  pronounced  liie 
following  words “  To  the  health  of  the  Pope.
